° BOSTON’S FOUNDATION. 


Celebration of Its Two Hundred and 
Fiftieth Anniversary. 
From the Boston Traveller. 11th. : 

On Friday next, September 17, which an- 
swers to September 7, 1639, Boston will cele- 
brate the two hundred and fiftieth annive.- 
sary of her foundation, for which great pre- 
parations have been made. Our city is be- 
coming old, and she may fairly be set down 
as being the oldest of American cities of her 
rank with the single exception of New York, 
which dates from 1623,though we have no 
objection to 1612, or evento 1609, when New 
Yorkers choose to claim either of those dates. 
Philade)phia is our junior by half acentury, 
and New Orleans, and Charleston, and Balti- 
more biave later dates than that which is ours 
beyond dispute. Our great growth belongs 
to the Jast sixty years, and is therefore post- 
Revolutionary; for a century ago, which was 
» cepiuryanda half alterthe foundation of 
the piace, Bosten’s population was only about 
17,.0U0.. Jn the forty yeais that followed 1750 
the increase was not above 25,000, or, at the 
annual rate of about 625. In_ the thirty 
years that followed, our populaiion 
increased to almost 137,000 or at 
the annual rate of almdst 3,200. 
Between 1840 and i180 the ‘increase 
excecded 45,000. Wehave now more than 
364,000 couls, but this increase is to a consid- 
erable extent due to annexation of neighbor- 
ing places, which had the same interests with 
the capital of the State. Sofar as growth is 
concerned, we have every reason to be satis- 
fied, whether we look to population or to 
property, though New Yoik and Philadel- 
phia have left us far behind as respects the

the precise date of Governor Winthrop’s re- 
movaitotke peninsula upon which fHoston 
was tobefoundedis not knowa. Even his 
own journal does not chronicle the fact. The 
late Mr. Drake, whose authority was final, 
saystuatthe Indian name of this peninsula 
was Mushauwomuk, of which§fShawmut is 
only an abseviation. According to the same 
high authority, the meaning of the name 
probably is free country,free iand or land un- 
claimed. When we wrote the article ‘’Bos- 
ton’’ for the New American Cyclopedia, 
(1858) we said **Trimountain, or ramouni, 
was the nhume given to the peninsula because 
of the bold appearance of cerinin eminences 
onit. Some ofthe mosi noted of the colonists 
were from Lincolnshire, andit had from the 
first been their intention to give the name of 
Boston to their chief settiem:entin honor of 
the Rev. Jonn Cotton, Vicarof St. botolph’s 
Chureb. in the Liacolnshire Boston. Boston 
is a coutrzction of Botoiph’s town, and the 
Englisi Boston, or Bostonstow, took its 
neme from a monastery founded by the Saxon 
St. Botoiph,. A. D. 654. So ibat the capitai of 
Puritanisw Gerivedits hame from a Catholic 
saint. But inasmuch as botolph is the tute- 
lar saint of mariners, and nis appellation 
comes irom two Sexon-wourds signifying boat 
apd he!p, the nameis not inappropriate toa 
place which has become distinguished for its 
commeice.’” In addition to the part Gov. 
Wintbrep had in founding Boston, we owe 
Boston Common to him, a pleasing fact in his 
noble end various and bexnevolent history, 
which shou'd be gratefully and reverentially 
remembered by a!l who use its beautiful 
walks or enjoy the luxurious shudes made by 
its beautifuitrees. Asto the two hundred 
and fiftieth celebration, it will be an occasion 
on which ali here who are capable of some- 
thing bevond ordinary thought will be able to 
stretch their hands across the great gulf of 
time, and, as it were, clasp those ofthe men 
and women, now shadows, who lived and 
ioved, sangand sighed, hated and hoped, 
cheered ang cried, tempore Caroli Primi,more 
than seven generations ago.

Barnum’s Bearded Woman,

‘‘The Bearded Woman,” who was years 
ago }. TI’. Barnum/’s greatest attraction, was 
buriedinthe littte village of Liverpoo!. on 
the shore oo Onondaga Lake, yesterday. She 
first appeared in Barnum’s Museumin New 
York. Like all curiosities,the time came when 
she was no longeran attraction, and she -re- 
tired from public gaze, and not long after- 
wards became, a resident of Liverpool. The 
maiden name of this remarkable woman was 
Rebecca Wertgaat. She was born at Pem- 
broke, Genesee county, New York, in May, 
1824. When quite young she removed with 
her parents to Ogdensburg, where she re- 
mained tall IS41. In the meantime she had 
married a man named J. R. Lyon, and in this 
year she removed with bimto New York, 
where she remained till 1860. Nothing un- 
usual in thelife or person of Mrs. Lyon had 
been observed till she reacned her forty-fourth 
vear, anid then a very heavy dark 
beard suddenly began ito appear 
on her face. Neither her feat- 
ures nor her nature bore any appearance of 
masculine tendencies, and she was greatly 
embarrassed by the growth upon her face.

Indeed it is from the 
lips of this surviving nephew that we heard 
the startling incident related. He said that 
it bad for many years been talked over in the 
family as a wonderful ly mysterious thing,and 
oupoftbe usualrun and course of affairs. 
Tbe subject of this sketch lived in a county 
acjcining to Ulster. He resided on his fa- 
ther’s furm with his parents, as he was only 
twenty-two or twenty-three years of age and 
still unmarried. Ofcoursein the course of 
business on the farm it was frequently ne- 
cessary for the son to be out riding after dark, 
and sothe family had arranged to leave a 
candle for him on the kitchen table in one 
particular spot, so that ne might never have 
to stumble around the house, but always 
kpewing where to find a candle, be able to 
sir.ke a light at a moment’s notice. 

Now, on the particular night to which refer- 
ence is to be made, they bad forgotten to put 
the candle in the usual place, and*so the 
youpg man, after grasping for the same for 
some time, gaveitup, and not wanting to 
srouse the family, thought that for once he 
could goto bed in the dark. so he went up 
stairs to his usual sleeping apartment. This 
was inthe upper portion of the house, as it 
was then in the summer time and he prefer- 
red to take this wide and old-fashioned cham- 
ner for a bed-room. Groping his way across 
the rcom to his bed, he began to open the 
clothes preparatory to getting in himself 
fora night’s rest. Just as he was doing this 
he ncticed that somebody was in the bed. He 
could plainly see the figure of a man lying 
there. As there was no light he couid not, of 
course,see who the man was, but he very nat- 
urally came tothe conclusion that some one 
well acquainted with the family had arrived, 
and tbat he bad been put by them in his bea 
to sleep forthe night.

Stepning totne side of 
the bed again, he saw that the figure of the 
mun was still there, and now he noticed a pe- 
culiarity about his appearance that was not 
seen by him before. e saw plainly that nis 
bead was void of hair. The whole top of the 
head was perfectly smooth and bald. The 
uncle got in the bed, whea lo and behold, tha 
strange figure rolled off the bed and rolled the 
whole length of the old-fashioned chamber 
tow:rd the chimney, which was in the eastern 
portion of the room, the bed being placed at 
the otber extremity of the large old-fashioned 
sleeping apartment. The figure then van- 
isbea from sigut.

Confirmationina Penitentiary. 
From the San Francisco Bulletin. 

Yesterday was a red-letter day with the 
Roman Catholic population of the State 
prison. Father Picardo, the priest who ofli- 
ciates there onthe second Sunday of every 
month, had for sometime been preparing a 
pumber of the younger conyicts for confirma- 
tion as members of the Romish Church, aad 
on Saturday Archbishop Alemanv went over 
for the purpose of performing the solemn 
rites. The preparations for the occasion were 
as elaborate as circumstances would admit. 
An altar of wcod, madein the prison, was 
placed atone endof the chapel, occupying 
the place of the pulpit ordinarily used by the 
Protestant ministers who affiliate and preach 
to the convicts from time to time. The front 
of this altar was tastefully trimmed with red 
and white rosettes, and upon it were placed 
a large crucifix and twenty burning 
camdles, besides the reading desk and 
other furniture to be used in the ser- 
vice. A numberof handsome bouquets, made 
of flowers grown Within the prison walls, ad- 
ded very much to the appearance of the 
whole. Above the altar hung a festoon of the 
Suviour’s crucifixion. Tothe right there was 
a print or chromo named ‘*The Good Shep- 
hera”’ and to the left another representing the 
Immaculate Conception. Other pictures of 
various kinds adorved the walls, and across 
the room, running from cornerto corner and 
erossing each otherinthe centre. hung two 
large festoons of evergreens gathered fromthe 
hills in the neighborhood of the prison. 

There was no choir, and consequently no 
sirging, but the orchestra, composed of the 
cabinet organ, a flute, a guitar, two violins 
anda tuba, furnished the music required. 
These instruments were all played by convicts, 
who had been practicing several weeks pre- 
paratory tothe occasion, and their part of the 
performance Was certainly creditable to them, 
to say the least. 

The confirmation class consisted of about 
‘hirty, nearly or quite all of whom are the 
sons of Roman Catholic parents and who 
bad been baptized in infancy, but had failed 


to complete until committed to prison the. 


conditions of admission to participate in the 
communion.

Judith Singer 
was born onthe llth of June, 1768, and al- 
though she did not marry till she had 
completed her twenty-sixth year, was the 
lawful mother of two children when the 
present Emperor of Germany came into the 
world, nearly eighty-three years and a half 
ago. Of the fifteen sons and daughters she 
bore to her husband, the verger of the Jewish 
synagogue at Gleiwitz, but three survive. 
Mrs Singer buried her eldest daughter, a ven- 
erable dame of eighty-four, last year. Onher 
own one hundred and twelfth birtnday, being 
the fiiftieth anniversary of the Emperor’s 
wedding day, she addressed aletter of con- 
gratulation to his Majesty, and received an 
autographic acknowledgment of her com- 
munication, inclosing a bank note for 100 


, marks, which she forthwith bestowed upon a 


local charitable institution. Amongst the 
remembrances of Mrs. Singer’s unmarried 
seven were events which have long since 
een relegated on the pages of history. Kight-

France 
has granted a subsidy of $100,000 for a new 
Franco-Canadia#h line of steamers between 
Havre and Montreal; it has been oflicially an- 
nounced that the sale of the stock in Great 
Britain fer the Canada-Pacific Railroad has 
succeeded beyond expectations: in Paris, a 
Credit Foncier has been formed, with a capi- 
tal of $25,000,000, to beinvested in Canada 
real estate; while a Paris company, with 
$2,0C0,000 capital, propeses to manufacture 
beet sugarin Quebec, Berthier, St. Johns, 
and elsewhere.

A PORK MANIPULATOR. 


How Mr. Armovr, of Chicago, Corner- 
ed the Market. 
Chicag» Special to N. Y. Sun. 

Of all the men who have cornered the Chi- 
cago market, Philip D. Armour, the manager 
of the present gigantic pork deal, is the most 
thorcugbly disliked by the “boys.” He ig 
cne gf the severest men on the board. Eutch- 
insop, Lyon, Sturges aud other oid operators 
who bave in their day run corners, always had 
a little mercy on their victims, but with ar- 
mour it is different. He demandsthe fulfill- 
ment of the bond, even unto the pound of 
flesh. Mr. Armour, whois of Scotch descent, 
is abont fifty years of age, well preserved and 
quite portly in appearance. He was brought 
up on a farm, but.when a young man entered 
into business in Milwaukee. From there he 
removed to Chicago atout fifteen years ago. 
He lives in aftiuence in the southern part 
of the city, bas a cultivated music! 
taste, and supports the choir 
in a leading south-side.churech. The Armour 
house, of which he is the head, is really a 
quadruple one. 
business importance, is the headquarters, but 
there are extensive branches in Milwaukee, 
Kansas City and New York, eacn being uader 
tbe personal direction of some member of 
the tirm. The capital of the firm actively 
employed is variously estimated at from 
#8, 000,060 to $10,000,000. It is by all odds the 
most extensive puckmg and provision*house 
inthe world. Its ability to control means 
in its business is plainly shown by past cor- 
ners in pork and corn, and the present one in 
pork and meats. Armour has made most of 
his money since 1870 in packing pork and 
handling grain, and in extensive speculations 
in both of these articles. He is largely inter- 
ested in wheat now. Besides his deals in 
pork and wheat, it is believed that on the first 
of the present month he got control of the 
lard market. Although he has as yet failed 
to display his strength in that line,itis knowa 
that he recently checked out over $1,000,000 
for lard delivered to him on September con- 
tracts. 

The present corner grew out of the iil feel- 
ing enge.dered by Armour’s losses 1n bulling 
property after the opening of the rezular 
packing season in 1879, At that time Armour 
bad made up his mind from personal obser: 
vation in Europe and extensive correspond- 


ence thathog products should rule high in | ‘ he mis

light condition ofstecks in England and on 
the Continent. He labored to advance prices, 
but was oversold by ithe irade, who, being in- 
fluenced in their operations by the large pack- 
ing in progress during the wiater, und qghe 
large stock of hogs availiable for summer cut- 
ting, were free sellers.

state of affairs brought about are said to have 
been very heavy. forecover some part of 
the money dropped by him, he at the 
close of the packing season obtained con- 
trol of all the wihter cut-meats in this 
market, amounting to several millions of 
pounds. His holdings at one time were not 
less than 40,000,000 pounds. After gettinz 
control of the meat deal, which occurred in 
March jast, be gradually bought up pork, and 
lv the middle of May he had comptete concrel 
of tbat article also. Pork being the leading 
speculative article in the provision line, Mr. 
Armour found no trouble in obtaining all the 
option contracts necessary to make his pork 
travsaction a profitable one. Since May he has 
steadily squeezed the market, aod has ad- 
vanced prices from about $9 to 317 75 per 
bariel. 

Atver Armour obtained control of the cash 
meat and pork—and it might truthfully be said 
of the entire provision—market, he did not sit 
down and wait to sell, but established agencies 
in every place of importance between the Mis- 
souri Riverand the Gulf of Mexico, and 1n all 
the English and Continental markets, and 
worked off the better part of the product on 
hand at saving prices. He has opened these 
agencies to such An extent as badly to cripple 
the provision brokerage bnsiness in Chicago.

A NEW PROFESSION. 

. A book by John Oldcast'e from the press 
of Field & Tuer, London, on Journals 
and Journalism, is attracting considerable 
attention in the East and in England. 
James Payn, onlyafew months ago, de- 
livered himself of an exhaustive treatise 
upon ‘‘The Literary Calling and Its Fu- 
ture,’’ and no magazine is considered com- 
plete unless it occasionally presents its 
readers with an account of how they, too, 
can become authors. The avidity with 
which monographs upon this theme are 
snapped up proves that tligre eee 
large class of people in all the En- 
glish-speaking nations who cherish 
a dim idea that literature is their vocation; 
it proves, too, that authorship, whether 
of an article descriptive of a dog fightin |% 
Clabber alleyor a history of Cosmos, has 
left the confines of Bohemia and entered 
upon a recognized standing asa profes- 
sion.. Young men to whom the world is 
yet an oyster are carefully balancing the 
advantages and disadvantages of journal- 
ism as they do of law and of medicine, and 
the newspaper furnishes a vocation for 
many of them. 

The great majority of the would-be jour- 
nalists even yet know but little of the pro- 
fession which they would choose. They 
know that a managing editor gets a large 
salary and that fair to middling reporters 
earn twenty dollars a week besides trim- 
mings. Every man who can spell decently, 
and a large number who cannot, is abso- 
lutely certain of his ability to become 
a first-class reporter at the start, and to 
his mind’s eye the way is straight and easy 
from the bottom of the ladder to the 
top. It is a fact that few men now can 
become successful journalists who are 
not ballasted with a good education. The 
prejudice against the callow graduate is 
just as strong as it ever was, but when 
the graduate has worn off his callowness 
he can distance the rest in the race. There 
is a greater demand for genera] information 
and knowledge in a newspaper office than 
there is in any other place anywhere 
and when the college man _ can 
give this he generally can get money 
in return. The talk about schools of 
journalism, with which the Eastern col- 
leges occasionally divert themselves, will 
not amount to anything in our day. Men 
must rise from the ranks and learn their 
business from the bottom to the top, 
as in shoemaking, and no lecture delivered 
by the sagest professor will ever teacha 
young man how to do up a fire or a funeral, 
or follow aconvention so that his copy can 
go into the printer’s hands as the motion 
to adjourn is being carried.

GEN. JAMES G. BLAINE, commanding the 
Northeastern division of the Republican 
party, has made his officialreport to Gen. J. 
Abraham Garfield of the disastrous engage- 
ment fought between his ccrps and the 
allied forces of the bushwhackers and 
Greenbackers in the hills of Maine on the 
13th inst. He admits that he sustained a 
d‘sagrceable defeat and says that the result 
was asurprise. Four days preceding the 
battle Gen. Blaine says that an actual com- 
parison of the forces showed that he had at 
least 6,000 more men than the allies. Dur- 
ing these four days desertions to the enemy 
reduced him so that he fell an easy victim, 
though he managed to escape with his bag- 
gage train and most of his heavy ordnance. 
Gen. B. intimates plainly that his men were 
bribed to leave him. He estimates that 
fully $100,000 -were expended by the 
opulent enemy in buying off his followers, 
3,000 of whom went over in a body. This 
fixes the price of a Maine Republican 
in an exciting contest at a fraction over 
$33. By this Mr. Blaine shrewdly pays his 
people a compliment, for the general price 
of voters in Vermont and New Hampshire is 
$5 per head, The increased cost of living | 


in sterile Maine may have something to do 
with bulling the price ef votes to an exor- 
bitant figure; but we rather disposed 
to attribute the advance to the fact that the 
Demgcratic party is rolling in affluence 
this year and really doesn’t know how to 
get rid of its money. 


Mr. ALEXANDER GRAHAM BELL has been 
experimenting on am entirely novel means of 
transmitting sound and he now announces 
the perfection of a new instrument, the 
Photophone, which will revolutionize field 
telegraphy. The discovery which was the 
seed of the present invention was the re- 
sult of an accident in 1877, when Mr. Bell 
found that light affected the electric con- 
ductivity of selenium. In May, 1878, he an- 
nounced that it would be possible to hear a 
shadow by interrupting the action of light 
upon selenium, and it is this idea which he 
has worked out. The experiments have al- 
ready proved that the human voice may be 
heard 800 yards away, with no other me- 
dium than a beam of light anda couple of 
mirrors. The voice is directed against the 
back of the mirror, which is made of prop- 
erly sensitive material, and the ray of light 
is received at the other station upon a se- 
lenium cell after focusing on a parabolic 
mirror. The use of the photophone will be 
most apparent in the Signal Service, and 
in time of war, where it will entire- 
ly supersede the heliograph, and act in 
all things like an ordinary but indestructi- 
ble telephone. Mr. Beil’s experiments 
prove that not only selenium, but a long 
list of metals, display different electric ef- 
fects under different lights, and the practi- 
cal uses to which he will put his discovery 
are Only hinted at in this first invention. 


LAST night Mr. Sessinghaus, the newly- 
hatched Republican nominee for Congress 
in the Third District, was favored with a 
serenade at the hands of his admirers. He 
told the boys he could not make a speech 
and politely invited them to step into a 
neighboring beer saloon and slake their 
thirst at the fountain of Gambrinus. If 
Mr. S. will promise to carry out this policy 
in the event of his election to Congress he 
will secure a strong following on the 
strength ofit. If, when called upon as a 
member to defend some great St. Louis in- 
terest, he would simply rise in his place 
and say: *‘Mr. Speaker and gentlemen, I 
am not able to make a speech; please join 
me at Sanderson’s,’’ at the same time 
winking significantly, the effect would be 
electrical. After a couple of weeks of this 
sort of thing he would be able to work 
through an appropriation to secure slack 
water navigation on the Mississippi. 


Witn the supreme complacency that 
distinguished the sanguine gentleman who 
stood on the peak of the last disappearing 
hill during the deluge and told Noah to go 
to Halifax with his old ark because he 
didn’t mind a little shower occasionally, 
Mr. John Sherman rises up to remark that 
the result in Maine was only the outgrowth 
of atrivial factional quarrel and scarcely 
worth mentioning. Itis the duty of all 
great generals to cheer up the demoral- 
ized troops after a rout, and in expressing 
the hope that the electoral vote of Maine 
may still be retained for Garficld the Sec- 
retary is simply talking for the public ear. 
He knows that after Indiana has rolled up 
a rousing Democratic majority in October 
it will be almost impossible to keep Maine 


from casting her electoral rote for Han- 
cock. 


SOME sneak with a snivel has been furnish- 
ing an Eastern newspaper with a story about 
Gen. Hancock’s profanity. Hesays that one 
morning, during the war, he heard the Gen- 
eral express himself about a pair of boots 
which had been wet the day before and had 
been permitted to stiffen by his servant dur- 
ing the night.

A Terrible Disaster, 
From this Morning’s Globe-Democrat. 

The result of the Maine election is now known 
with sufficient accuracy to enable us to draw 
our conclusions, and it would be very foolish 
to attempt to disguise the meaning or dimin- 
ish the importance of so serious a deteat.

‘ THAT CENSUS AGAIN, 


What A. F. Harvey Shows From the In 
surance agd Mortality Standpoint, 


From an Interview in the Caicago Times. 


‘*Well, five years ago I began an investiga- 
tion, which I have carried at intervals down 
to the close of 1879. Lobtained from proper 
sources a statement ef the actual 8 OCc- 
curring in each year from 1847 down to 1879, 
platted them toa scale, and, through the ir- 
regular line thus shown, adjusted a curve of

nected the points of fact by times,which made 
a curve of appioximate actual population for 
the intervening years. Then from my curve 
of average deaths and a curve of mor- 
tality ~from one of the standard 
en ie tables and another de- 
ducted m the actual experience of the 
St. Louis Mutugl Lite Insurance Company, to 
which I bad aa what seewed to me to be 
proper for deaths under the age of fifteen, I 
adjusted a tourth line whichI called tne nor- 
mal mortality curve for the city of St. Louts. 
This fina] curve scaled down the mortality fur 
the later years as a sequence of the rapid de- 
crease shown in tact by the record prior to 
1870, and which followed in a remarkable de- 
gree the pro of the sanitary enginecring 
which had then been extensive. It gave me 
foraresult an average normal mortality of 
from 24-10 per cent to a little over 2 6-10. 
Assuming, then, tor good and sufficient rea- 
sons, particularly tne exceptional ‘heaithy 
condition of the City during the past four or 
five years, that the actual deaths for 1879 
should have been $,000, avd taking the mean 
rate, 24-10 percent, lobtained a population

An Inside View of the Mystery of Car- 


»  pet-Selling—Queer Gaods and 


Foreign Curiosities Now 
in St. Louis. 


The average American recognizes the fact 
that houses are carpeted, but how this is done 
few beside the tack-hammered and abused 
pater familias have anygidea. Statisticians 
have computed that each year in thi3 country 
more had language is used upon the topic oi 
carpets than upon any other article of house- 
hold furniture, and a PostT- DISPATCH reporter, 
whose teelings had been wrung and his 
knuckles skinned by attrition with the unfit- 
table, determined to expose the secrets of the 
guild. Naturally there is but one place 
in St. Louis which may be _ looked 


upon as the fountain head fer this sort of in- 
formation, andtothe mammoth house of J. 
Kennard & Sons,on the block between Vine and 
St. Charles, on Fourth, the reporter went. 

It is an easy matter enough to make up one’s 
mind to interview, but when the partyof tne 
second partis engagedin selling carpets so 
rapidly that hecan not find timeto say a 
word interviewing becomes difficult anda 
artistic. It takes two to make aconversation, 
except when one of the parties happens to be 
a newspaper man. 

There is more art in getting people to 
buy carpets than a tyro would sup- 
pose, and while waiting for a talk 
the reporter improved bis time by watching 
the process. <A roll istwisted off the shelf and 
sentspinning dewnthe room, exposing one 
width of the fabric.

The resultis that there can be no 
mistakes ot judgment, for every one can 
tell at the store how a carpet will 
look at home.

to see all the beauties in both kinds. 

‘‘Come,’’ said Mr. Kennard, at last, ‘‘if you 
must know all abont carpets—I suppose you 
must—let us go at it seriatim.’’ The couple. 
took the elevator which whisked them up to 
the roof like the famous carpet in the Aravian . 
Nights. ‘‘Now, you know,’’ continued Mr. 
Kennard, ‘*that the carpets of to-day all have 
borders.

Over atthe otber ena of this floor is where 
our girls are at work on the lambrequins and 
curtains. 1] suppose you don’t want to see 
them ?’’ 

‘‘Don'tI! Mr. Kennard, produce those girls.’’ 
Andit need only be said that the ladies were 
just as pretty as the wonderful stnifs they 
were working. 

‘-On this third floor,’’ remarked the proprie- 
tor after a descent had been made from the 
upper story, ‘‘we havejour wnolesale headquar.- 
ters. Here our traveling men live, move and 
have their being. Whatdo you think of that 
for a valise?’’ and he pointed out a canvas 
trunk that weighed nearly 900 pounds; ‘‘that 
is what our men carry through the country 
with them.’’ 

‘*And what have youin tHe second storv’?’’ 

‘*All of the costliest carpets in the house. 
Here are our Wiltons, Moquettes, Axminsters, 
Velvets, body and tapestry Brussels.’’ 

And Mr. Kennard showed bale after bale of 
€xtravagantly dDéautiful fabrics, died with all 
the colors of the autumn woods and the spring 
sunsets. The carpets are gor geous in color: 
ing and wonderfully pretty in design, ranging 
from cool and restful grays to warm crimsons 
and blending every tint and hue imaginable 
in the soft thickness of their texture. Here 
were cheap and dear, quiet and pronounced; 
notaste snd no purse need be sent uway un- 
satisfied, for this is veritably 
an encyclopeaia of carpets drawn 
from the four corners of the globe and made 
formany men, or women rather, of many 
minds. 

‘*l see you admire the carpets, and let me 
show you somecuriosities in rugs,’’ said Mr. 
Kennard as the reporter exhausted himself in 
adjectives, and leading the wav to the western 
end of the second floor, he was soon burrow- 
ing in great piles of thick-looking but won- 
derfully softand flossy goods from Oriental 
looms. ‘‘Here are rugs from Turkey, Berlin 
and Smyrna. Here are Persian, Kurracnee 
and Indianrugs. This now, for instance, isa 
‘praying rug,’ you see the peculiar change 
o1 the figure at one end; that is alwavs laid to- 
wards Mecca, towards the Kaaba.

ed. Here are stored the mattings, oil cloths 
and heavy goods. All sorts of queer material 
and singular workmanship are here massed 
together, and the reporter in looking over the 
Chinere and Japanese mattings could realize 
the appearance of the rush-covered fioors of 
ancient times. The engines and the receiving 
and shipping departments are all in the base 
ment, afterathorough examination ot which 
the reporter departed, convinced that what he 
Cidn’t know about the carpet trade was not 
worth the learning.
